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General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  District. 

The  Ante-Natal  Clinic  for  which  the  Staffordshire  County  Council  is 
Authority  has  been  held  fortnightly  during  the  year. 

Housing. 

Four  houses  were  represented  as  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  demolition 
orders  were  put  on  them.  During  the  year  the  whole  of  the  slum  clearance 
families  have  been  rehoused.  As  the  displacement  took  place  in  December 
the  premises  vacated  by  the  families  have  not  been  demolished.  The  position 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  that  we  had  78  vacant  houses  ready  for  demolition ; 
and  twenty-three  vacant  houses,  which  would  probably  not  be  demolished 
but  in  respect  of  which  the  owners  had  given  an  undertaking  not  to  re-let. 

Overcrowding. 

The  position  with  regard  to  the  re-housing  of  these  families  remains  the 
same.  The  Council  have  no  building  land  with  sewerage  facilities  available 
until  the  Brereton  Sewerage  Scheme  has  been  carried  out. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

A  scheme  for  the  sewering  and  treatment  of  sewage  at  Brereton  has  been 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Nuisances  have  again  risen  from  the 
overflowing  of  cesspools  at  Hednesford  Road  and  it  is  most  desirable  that  this 
road  should  be  sewered. 


Rivers  and  Streams. 

A  stream  running  through  the  centre  of  the  town  is  clean  and  in  no  way 
detrimental  to  health. 

A  stream  running  through  the  Parish  of  Brereton  still  polluted  by  cesspools. 
This  will  be  remedied  when  the  sewage  scheme  is  in  existence. 

Water  Supply. 

The  Council  obtain  their  Water  Supply  in  bulk  from  the  South  Stafford¬ 
shire  Water  Works  Company.  The  quantity  and  quality  of  the  supply  is 
satisfactory.  During  each  year  two  samples  of  the  Public  Supply  are  submitted 
to  the  County  Bacteriologist  and  two  to  the  County  Analyst.  Every  report 
on  such  samples  has  been  satisfactory.  During  the  year  samples  of  water  from 
a  well  at  Albion  Street  were  submitted  to  County  Bacteriologist  and  County 
Analyst  and  were  found  to  be  contaminated.  The  owner  had  the  public  supply 
put  on  to  the  premises. 

The  houses  at  Brereton  owned  by  Brereton  Colleries  Ltd.  which  were 
supplied  by  contaminated  water  have  been  provided  with  a  supply  from  the 
South  Staffordshire  Water  Company. 

Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  infectious  and  other  Diseases. 

Pending  the  anticipated  provision  of  a  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  neighbouring  Authorities,  the  council  is  still  dependent  on  accommod¬ 
ation  in  hospitals  of  other  Authorities. 

Scarlet  fever  has  been  prevalent  throughout  the  year.  It  has  been  of  mild 
types  frequently  with  little  or  no  complaint  of  illness  on  the  part  of  the  patient 
and  consequently  difficult  to  control.  Seventy  cases  were  notified.  I  deemed 
it  necessary  to  close  the  Rugeley  C.E.  Inf.  School  for  a  fortnight  at  the  end  of 
September  and  all  the  Rugeley  Elementary  Schools  for  a  fortnight  at  the  end 
of  October. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 

Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Chicken-pox,  with  resultant 
poor  School  attendance,  immunisation  was  not  carried  out  during  the  year. 

I  hope  to  pick  up  all  entrants  for  immunisation  in  1939.

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Report  of  Sanitary  Inspector. 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  my  Eight  Annual  Report  dealing 
with  the  work  carried  out  in  the  Health  Department  during  1938. 


Closet  Accommodation. 

The  Town  area  is  mostly  sewered  ;  and  of  the  1,650  houses  in  this  area, 
only  eleven  have  not  been  converted  to  the  water  carriage  system.  There  are 
cases  in  the  district  of  closets  having  no  flushing  apparatus  ;  but  during  the 
year  40  houses  have  had  water  supply  and  apparatus  provided. 

A  scheme  has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the  proper 
sewering  of  the  Brereton  area.  In  this  area  are  248  privies,  and  131  water- 
closets  to  cesspools.  At  Etching  Hill  and  Hednesford  Road  are  131  houses, 
sixty  of  which  have  waterclosets  to  cesspools. 

Nuisances  have  again  arisen  during  the  year  from  the  overflowing  of  the 
Cesspools  at  Hednesford  Road  ;  and  in  my  opinion  the  sewering  of  this  area 
is  desirable. 


Public  Cleansing. 

(a)  Dry  House  Refuse. — For  the  town  area  the  Council  have  a  Morris 
covered  refuse  vehicle.  A  large  number  of  the  bins  are  now  carried  into  the 
street  and  emptied  into  the  vehicle.  In  the  added  area  the  collection  of  refuse 
has  been  carried  out  by  two  contractors  ;  but  the  Council  intend  in  the  near 
future  to  do  the  work  by  direct  labour  as  in  the  town  area. 

(b)  Contents  of  Privies,  Cesspools,  etc. — This  is  conveyed  from  the 
premises  i  i  a  special  Sludge  cart  and  disposed  of  for  manuri  il  purposes. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs  : — During  the  year  two  Council  Houses  were 
found  to  be  infested.  The  Council’s  workmen  disinfested  them  by  the 
following  methods  : — All  picture  moulding,  skirting  boarding,  etc.,  was  re¬ 
moved  and  sprayed  at  intervals.  All  defective  plaster,  nail  holes,  etc.,  were 
cut  out ;  and  the  back  of  the  boarding,  the  plaster,  furniture,  nail  holes,  etc., 
were  sprayed  with  an  insecticide.  The  insecticide  we  used  was  Bo  No.  A 
spray  is  left  with  the  tenant  for  frequent  spraying.  The  workmen  call  after 
one  month  to  repeat  the  spraying,  make  good  the  plaster,  and  replace  or  renew 
necessary  woodwork.  Only  distemper  or  paint  is  allowed  on  the  walls.  The 
tenant  is  given  instructions  to  notify  any  reinfestation,  and  calls  are  made  at 
intervals  to  see  that  the  house  is  kept  clean.  The  premises  of  prospective 
Council  house  tenants  are  examined,  and  if  infested  we  endeavour  to  disinfest 
the  house  and  furniture  by  the  method  described  above,  before  the  removal 
of  the  tenant  to  a  Council  house. 
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Swimming  Baths. 

There  are  no  public  or  private  swimming  baths  or  pools  in  the  area. 


Shops  Acts. 

The  Shops  Inspector  has  been  working  in  conjunction  with  the  Health 
Department  in  regard  to  the  sanitary  conveniences,  ventilation,  etc.  Two 
notices  were  served  to  provide  adequate  sanitary  conveniences.

In  the  added  area  there  is  no  sewer  available,  and  the  schools  have 
earth  closets  which  are  emptied  every  week.  The  water  supply  to  all  the 
schools  is  received  from  the  Council’s  mains.

I  have  set  out  separately  the  figures  of  cows  slaughtered  at  Mr.  A. 
Parker’s  slaughter-house  at  Love  Lane,  because  it  is  a  casualty  station  for 
emergency  slaughter  of  animals  from  the  districts  surrounding  Rugeley. 
As  will  be  seen  from  the  above  figures,  it  is  frequently  used  by  the 
Inspectors  for  the  slaughter  of  animals  under  the  T.B.  Order. 


(c)  Adulteration,  etc.  This  is  not  an  Authority  for  enforcing  the  Acts  and 
Regulations  referred  to  under  this  head. 


(d)  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  food.  The  Stafford 
County  Council  have  provided  Laboratories  and  carry  out  such  work.
